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Barber sworn in as Jailer 


Frizzell resignation effective October 15 


Hickman County Jailer Elect Chad 
Barber was sworn into office Friday 
morning by Hickman County Judge/ 
Executive Greg Pruitt. Barber will take 
office Thursday morning, as current 
Hickman County Jailer Chad Frizzell 
has announced his resignation effective 
October 15, 77 days before his term is 
set to expire. 

In an address to Hickman County 
citizens through his personal Facebook 
page, Frizzell stated that he has 
accepted a position with the Kentucky 
Court of Justice Pretrial Services. 

“I look forward to passing the torch 
to Jailer-Elect Barber at midnight 
on October 16 and look forward to 
a much-needed break from local 
politics,” he said in the announcement. 
Frizzell was originally elected to the 
office of Hickman County Jailer in 
2006, and again in 2010. He ran for 
the office of Hickman County Judge/ 
Executive in the May 20 democratic 
primary against Joey McGee and 
Judge/Executive-elect Kenny Wilson. 

Barber won the May 20 primary by 
a margin of 83 votes in a six candidate 
pool that included Allen Poole, Dale 
Courtney, Thomas Dickson, Sr., 
L atom a Mason, and Amy Henley- 
Roell. Barber could face lean times at 
the Hickman County Detention Center 
as revenue-generating state inmate 
population has been dangerously low 
for the past year.

We lived off 
the farm for a large part of his career, 
and I am thrilled to be back home and 
doing what I love.

Quint farms in the heart of bourbon 
country and rotates com and soybeans. 
“We do not farm in quantity, so we 
focus on quality,” he said during the 
interview process. “We pay close 
attention to all acre inputs and yields 
using state-of-the-art technology 
from Precision Planting and cutting 
edge farm management practices, 
focusing on soil zones to maximize 
productivity.” 

The Pottingers (Quint and his wife, 
Leah) recently started a vegetable 
production operation, which gives 
their farm. Affinity Farms, a bigger 
presence in the community. “Educating 
the public about American agriculture 
and the world food dilemma is really 
important,” Pottinger said. “We have to 
tell our story.” 

Andrew (Andy) Alford of Bowling 
Green 

Andy grows soybeans and com 
with his grandfather, Ronell Alford, in 
Edmonson County. He also raises 20 
acres of burley tobacco and has a cow/

Regardless of the outcome of 
those two games, the bracket 
for the District 1 Tournament 
is set, and Hickman County has 


the top seed. 

Having blown out all district 
teams on the court so far 
this year, the Lady Falcons 
are poised to win the district 
championship trophy on their 
home court, as this is Hickman 
County’s year to host the district 
tournament. 

All four district teams will 
play on Monday night, Oct. 
20, in the single elimination 
tournament. Hickman County 
will start the night off against 
fourth seeded Fulton County 
at 6 p.m.

The district champion and 
the runner-up will both advance 
to the region tournament the 
following week, which will 
be hosted by either Marshall 
County, Calloway County, 
Christian Fellowship Academy, 
or Murray.

Area youth football continues to thrive

Fulton’s Stateline Athletic 
Conference of Kentucky 
(SACK), which includes several 
youth from Hickman County, 
completed its eighth successful 
year of youth football a little 
over a week ago, and South 
Fulton’s Youth Football League 
(SFYFL) is approaching the end 
of its 2014 season. SFYFL has 
hosted youth football teams for 
a little over a decade now, and 
its numbers, though dwindling 
ever so slightly, have remained 
consistent since its inaugural 
season. 

Both sides of the line provide 
flag football opportunities for 
children in first and second 
grades, and tackle football 
seasons for children in grades 
third through sixth, though 
SACK does not provide sixth 
grade football while SFYFL 
does. Furthermore, both 
programs provide cheerleading 
opportunities for all grade 
levels. 

Tim Britt, former president 
of SFYFL, and Brent Carter, 
treasurer and board member of 
SACK, noted that both cities 
have seen higher participation 
numbers in the past, though both 
are currently holding steady. For 
the 2014 season, Fulton hosted 
85 kids between both football 
leagues and cheerleading, while 
South Fulton sponsored roughly 
125 kids. 

Both sides have seen higher 
numbers in the past, with SACK 
topping out at 105, and SFYFL 
peaking around the 150 mark, 
but Carter noted that its current 
number of 85 is both typical 
and plenty. 

SACK and SFYFL compete 
in roughly 10-game seasons 
each year, with each grade 
level composing its own 
team and cheerleading squad, 
though Fulton combines its 
cheerleaders in to a single 
squad. Both programs have each 
grade level compete in its own 
game every week—typically on 
a Saturday—thus making for a 
fully filled day of youth football 
with five to six games being 
played in a single day. 

Though participation 

numbers have lessened slightly 
over the years, youth football 
leagues exist in nearly every 
town that has a high school 


offering football as one of its 
athletic programs. The point 
of youth football programs 
for many parents, players, and 
league owners is to help prepare 
kids for middle school and high 
school football by teaching 
them the basics—offensive 
and defensive formations, 
equipment management, 

stances, simple plays, and 
tackling fundamentals—and 
the argument for the inclusion 
of youth football is no different 
locally. 

Carter and Britt both noted 
that youth football gives kids 
the opportunity to learn the 
fundamentals of the game, and 
that such a program helps fuel 
football participation in middle 
school and high school, just 
as little league baseball and 
basketball do the same for their 
respective sports 

However, youth football is 
about more than helping kids 
learn the basics of the game, for 
the entire event, spread out over 
a couple of months, becomes 
a collective, city wide effort 
every Saturday of the season. 

The entire staff at a SACK or 
SFYFL game day is composed 
of volunteers—with the 
exception of game officials — 
and without the large number 
of volunteer coaches (for both 
football and cheerleading), gate 
attendants, and concession staff, 
neither league would be able to 
flourish as it has. 

Both programs draw volunteer 
support from their respective 
schools and communities. 
Carter noted that Brad Rozzell, 
former FHS head football 
coach, Billy Madding, current 
FHS assistant football coach, 
Ben Mullens, and Jason Gibbs, 
current SACK president, help 
the SACK league tremendously 
by offering their expertise as 
volunteer coaches. 

The same is true on the South 
Fulton side, where Jeremy 
McFarland, SFMS head football 
coach, and Eric Knott, SFHS 
head football coach, as well 
as other members of the South 
Fulton schools coaching staff 
offer their services as volunteer 
coaches and workers. 

Furthermore, both programs 
give back to their respective 
communities, either by 

providing engaging, helpful 
instruction in football and 


cheerleading, or financially, as 
is the case with SACK. Carter 
stated, “Since we don’t have to 
pay for the use of the field, we 
are able to provide a financial 
opportunity for FJH and FHS 
organizations. School clubs will 
sign up to work the concession 
stand on home game days, and 
those programs will receive part 
of the money from sales.” This 
year, FHS BETA Club members 
were seen throughout the season 
working the concession stand. 

Though both programs offer 
essentially the same service, 
both are unique in their own 
regard. 

SFYFL includes one more 
grade level of youth football 
than does SACK, due to the 
inclusion of sixth grade players 
on Fulton’s junior high football 
team, which helps explain 
the difference in participation 
numbers between the two 
leagues. 

Also, SFYFL and SACK have 
different financial situations. 
South Fulton has to lease the 
old football field from the city, 
which is a cost that SACK does 
not have to endure, and SFYFL 
has to pay field maintenance 
costs mostly on their own, 
another expenditure that Fulton 
does not have to pay out since 
they use the same field as FJH 
and FHS. 

Since South Fulton’s soccer 
teams compete on the same 
field as SFYFL, the school 
shares part of the lease and 
maintenance costs with the 
youth football program, but 
the program is heavily reliant 
on ticket and concession sales, 


whereas SACK is able to split 
its concession money with FJH 
and FHS organizations. 

SACK operates in a different 
manner financially due to “seed” 
money from Ferry Morse and a 
grant from Fulton Independent 
that helped get the program 
started. SACK was originally 
started by Carter, Gibbs, and 
John Hamrick nearly a decade 
ago while working at Ferry 
Morse. The seed company gave 
its three employees some starter 
money to get the league going, 
and the grant from Fulton 
schools helped the three to buy 
the initial equipment. 

Not long after SACK started 
operations, the program became 
financially independent, and 
the money from participant 
registration has been used to 
buy new equipment in a cyclical 
trend each passing year. 

Fulton’s program also has the 
added bonus of drawing players 
not just from its own city, but 
from around the area. Though 
Hickman has its own middle 
school and high school football 
teams, the city does not have a 
youth league, so many players 
travel the few miles to play 
in SACK; the same is true for 
some kids who live in Graves 
County, yet come to Fulton 
to play. Clinton and Carlisle 
County do not offer football in 
their schools, so SACK draws 
some participants from those 
areas as well. 

Though the differences exist, 
the two programs are, at their 
core, essentially the same; 
both programs thrive to offer 
engaging, physical activities 


for local kids. Carter stated, 
“SACK is a wonderful program 
with lots of great opportunities 
for everyone involved. The 
kids get to learn not only the 
fundamentals of the game, but 
also teamwork.” Britt’s own 
description of SFYFL is not 
much different. He stated, “The 
whole point of the program 
is getting all the kids to play 
and enjoy football. The main 
objective of SFYFL is to have 
kids involved in a fun, physical, 
hard-working activity. Winning 
is not the main goal, learning 
and working hard is.” 
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Holmes preserves 
heritage through reenacting

Another important part of 
Holmes’ attire is his headgear. 
“My hat is known as a slouch 
hat. Some wore the kepi,” he 
said. “It is a cap with a flat 
circular top and a visor or 
peak.” This headdress is most 
commonly associated with 
French military and police 
uniforms, worn by soldiers on 
both sides of the conflict. 

Curious spectators are also 
interested in the variety of 
weapons used by the reenactors. 
Holmes, who is a member of 
the Calvary unit formed in Paris 
on November 13, 1861, chose a 
Henry as his weapon of choice 
when he is in reenacting on the 
battlefield. 

The Henry was a .44 caliber 
rimfire, lever-action, breech¬ 
loading rifle designed by 
Benjamin Tyler Henry in 1860. 
“The patent marking on the rifle 
is dated October 16, 1860,” 
Holmes explained. “It wasn’t 
quite a year old when they 
began using them in battle.” 

Holmes believes that 
soldiers in 7 th Illinois Infantry 
Regiment were among the 
first to use the Henry rifles in 
battle. “They were formed in 
Champaign, Illinois, in late 

1861, approximately 18-24 men 
and they were armed with the 
Henry.” Holmes also explained 
that it is believed those in 
the Confederate Army picked 
up the Henry during battle, 
possibly off of the wounded, 
those in blockades, or soldiers 
who died on the battlefield. 

The weapon of choice most 
commonly during the Civil War 
was the Rifle Musket. “During 
early war, after Shiloh in April 

1862, more rifle muskets were 
available to Union soldiers, 
as well as Confederates,” he 
added. “Many of the weapons 
utilized by the Confederates 
came from England, who were 
working to try to overcome the 
U.S. Government.” Holmes 
also talked about how many 
of the weapons meant for the 
Confederates didn’t actually 
reach them. 

Holmes is also knowledgeable 
about other weapons, discussing 
the fact that the Union had 
repeaters, such as the Spencer 
repeating rifle. The Spencer 
repeating rifle was a manually 
operated lever-action, repeating 
rife adopted by the Union Army, 
especially by the cavalry. The 
Spencer carbine was a shorter 
and lighter version. Other rifles 
mentioned by Holmes include 
the Sharps used by the Calvary 
and Infantry and the Sharp 
shooters, for snipers. 

As Holmes brought up 
different weapons and talked 
about the uniform he proudly 
wore on Sunday, it was 
easy to see that he was very 
passionate about being involved 
in Civil War Days and other 
reenactments. (He averages 
at least one a month - except 
during June, July and August, 
because of the heat). 

Historically during Civil War 
Days, one side wins the battle 
on Saturday and the other side 
claims victory on Sunday. This 
seems to be common for re¬ 
enactors since so many soldiers 
traded sides during the Civil

For more than two decades 
Preston Holmes has been taking 
part in reenactments as a way 
to help preserve the Southern 
Heritage of this country while 
also educating those interested 
in learning about the battles that 
took place during the American 
Civil War. 

Holmes, who is a member of 
Company G, 7 th TENN Calvary 
Regiment unit of Paris, Tenn., 
has been coming to Columbus- 
Belmont State Park to take part 
in Civil War Days for 10 years 
now. Holmes doesn’t just act 
out his part based on what he 
has heard or learned over the 
years, he served his country in 
the Marine Corps and also the 
Army during the Vietnam War. 

“I enjoy being a part of 
the reenactment in Columbus 
because it is not too big or too 
small,” he said after Sunday’s 
reenactment. “I do this to try 
to educate people and to keep 
history about the Confederates 
and their Southern Heritage 
alive.” 

Holmes’ dedication was 
evident as he discussed his 
uniform from his footgear to the 
hat on his head. “This uniform is 
100 percent virgin wool,” noted 
Holmes. “We wear Jefferson 
brogans on our feet along with 
wool socks, wool trousers, 
unbleached muslin shirts and 
wool shell jackets.” Others 
might wear a sack coat, slightly 
longer than the shell jacket and 
even some choose to dress in 
frock coats, even longer coats 
that fall to about mid-thigh.

War. 

“We fight blue as much as 
gray,” he added, referencing 
the term Galvanized Yankee. 
Galvanized Yankee was a term 
from the Civil War denoting 
former Confederate prisoners 
of war who swore allegiance to 
the United States and joined the 
Union Army. 

Approximately 5,600 former 
Confederate soldiers enlisted in 
the “United States Volunteers”. 

Of those, more than 250 
began their service as Union 
soldiers, were captured in 
battle and then enlisted in 
prison to join a regiment of the 
Confederate States Army. They 
surrendered to Union forces 
in December 1864 and were 
held by the United States as 
deserters, but were saved from 
prosecution by being enlisted in 
the 5th and 6th U.S. Volunteers. 

There was a period of time 
when Holmes couldn’t be 
involved in reenactments and 
he missed it very much. 

“I had rotator cuff surgery 
and I couldn’t lift my rifle so 
I was out of commission for a 
while,” he explained. “During 
that time I wrote the Reenactor 
Prayer, dedicated to the memory 
of all the men who fought for 
their states and states rights, and 
in the war between the states 
and also for the men of the 
Confederate Volunteer Battalion 
Reenactment Unit. 

Here is the poem: 

Reenactor Prayer 

We stand today in rank and 
file, for our ancestors but for a 
while. 

For with loyalty and trust 
that will never waiver us. 

We follow officers and men 
of our regiments both now and 
then. 

For unless we keep our 
memory of those brave men 
who are now above. 

We truly would have lost our 
memory of those brave men 
who fought. 

For thru frontal assault, 
cannon roar and musketry 
galore. 

We tread today on ground 
that our ancestors walked and 
heard all these sounds.

For our ancestors truly made 
the ground we walk, holy so we 
were taught. 

We follow colors thru strife 
and gloom, for history sake and 
southern heritage too. 

For whom we tell the stories 
past, of blood, strife and glories 
last. 

Why, for our children’s 
children soon to be, now is the 
time to save history. 

Remembering that the 
Confederates surrendered in 
April 1865, the importance of 
the reenactments, for Holmes, 
is to keep the memory and 
heritage alive no matter which 
side you believed in or fought 
with. 

“Some have learned that they 
had ancestors who fought on 
both sides,” Holmes said. “So 
the importance of passing down 
the history of the Civil War is 
out of respect for those who 
fought and died on both sides, 
not just about the Confederate 
or the Union. Remember our 
ancestors fought and died for 
the cause they believed in.” 

ORD SGT Holmes and 
members of Company G. 7 th 
Tennessee Cavalry Regiment 
CSA will be participating in 
the Civil War Living History 
at Paris Landing State Park 
November 15 and November 
16 from 10 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
You are invited to experience 
the camp life, drilling, black 
powder and weapons. Visitors 
will also be able to talk to civil 
war re-enactors from Infantry, 
Cavalry, and Artillery. 

Editor’s Note: The Battle 
of Belmont was fought on 
November 7, 1861 and is the 
battle reenacted each year at 
Columbus-Belmont State Park. 
This the 24 th year of the event 
titled Civil War Days. 
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Upon reaching a certain 
age, women go through 
the natural process of 
menopause.

Hormone replacement 
therapy, or HRT, may be 
prescribed to alleviate the 
side effects of perimenopause 
and menopause. However, 
HRT is not without risks, 
including an increased 
chance of developing breast 
cancer. 

According to The Mayo 
Clinic, HRT, which includes 
medications containing 
female hormones to replace 
the ones the body no longer 
makes naturally after 
menopause, used to be a 
standard treatment for women 
with severe symptoms. In 
the largest clinical trial 
to date, a combination 
estrogen-progestin pill was 


found to increase the risk of 
certain serious conditions, 
including blood clots, heart 
disease, stroke, and breast 
cancer. This type of therapy 
also may make a woman’s 
breasts appear more dense 
on mammograms, making 
breast cancer more difficult 
to detect. When undergone 
for more than a few years, 
HRT has been confirmed by 
multiple studies to increase 
the risk for breast cancer. 

Women concerned about 
HRT and cancer risk, 
especially those with a 
significant family history of 
breast cancer, generally want 
to avoid the use of hormone 
therapies. But what is a 
person who is experiencing 
many side effects of 
menopause that can be so 
easily remedied by hormone 
therapy to do? Research 
into HRT alternatives has 
discovered a host of natural 
treatments that can provide 
relief. 

Soy:Soy offers some 
promising results, especially 
with regard to relieving 
hot flashes. Soy is very 
high in phytoestrogens, or 
plant estrogens. Red clover 
and flaxseed are other 
sources of plant estrogens. 
Phytoestrogens are less 
potent than pharmaceutical 
estrogen, and scientists 


believe they do not contribute 
to breast cancer in the way 
natural or pharmaceutical 
estrogen may. 

Black cohosh:Black 
cohosh is a member of the 
buttercup family and is a 
perennial plant native to 
North America. Preparations 
of black cohosh are 
made from the roots and 
underground stems. Black 
cohosh has long been used by 
natives of North America to 
treat malaise, gynecological 
disorders, rheumatism and 
other conditions. Black 
cohosh is now sold as an 
herbal remedy to alleviate 
hot flashes and excessive 
sweating in menopausal 
women. The National 
Institutes of Health awarded 
more than $7 million to 
the University of Illinois to 
study the efficacy of black 
cohosh and other herbs in 
treating certain symptoms of 
menopause. 

Dong quai: This herb is 
in the celery family and 
native to Asia. In Chinese 
medicine, dong quai has 
been considered a “female 
ginseng” because of its way 
of balancing the female 
hormonal system. As such, 
dong quai has long been used 
to relieve the symptoms of 
premenstrual syndrome and 
menopause. According to

the University of Maryland 
Medical Center, researchers 
are unsure if dong quai 
acts like estrogen or blocks 
estrogen in the body, as 
studies have produced mixed 
results. 

Lifestyle changes:Women 
may need to dress more 
lightly, use a water atomizer 
to spray their bodies to 
cool down and keep their 
bedrooms cold to alleviate 
hot flashes. 

Vaginal estrogen:If vaginal 
dryness and pain during 
intercourse are the primary 
symptoms, vaginal estrogen 
rings or suppositories may 
be necessary. These provide 
estrogen directly to the 
affected area while only 
allowing very low levels to 
enter the bloodstream. In 
turn, vaginal estrogen may 
not increase breast cancer 
risk in the same way as other 
hormone therapies. 

Hormone replacement 
therapy can alleviate 
menopausal symptoms, but 
also it can elevate breast 
cancer risk. Other options 
are available, and women 
can speak with their doctors 
about alternatives to HRT. 
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
